ATTITUDE ON SEX 
CLASSED AS ARCHAIC 



(CUP) The Chaplain of Car- 
leton University, ~ Rev. Gerald 
Paul, well publicized two 
weeks ago for his altitudes on 
premarital sex; has criticized 
religions of today for iheir in- 
adequacy in the modern world. 

Undaunted by criUcisin^^he^ re- 
ceived after the puUication of 
his article on extra-marital rela- 
tions, he has written a second 
article for The Carleton in which 
he attacks the church for empha- 
sizing ideas and policies which 
can have no appeal to the thin- 
king youth. 

"In the 20th Century we arc 
wrapped up in the problems of 
the peoples of the world to such 
an extent that none can be saved 
alone. We arc not saved as na- 
tions, or as communities or as 
individuals. We are saved in our 
relationships with the citizens of 
the world", he said, v 



The Carleton Chaplain believes 
that Uic policies of the old reli- 
gion must be reshuffled, restated 
and revised if they are to have 
any practical use or appeal to 
the modem world. Talk of 'my 
salvation' and 'Are .you saved ?' 
is irrelevant in a world which 
is capable of destroying itself at 
any time. 

The seemingly juvenile stories 
of the Bible have nothing to say 
about the problems that occupy 
the youth of today; the threat of 
nuclear war and -tiie' population 
explosion, "Yoongipeople are fed 
up with old 'fashionèd religion", 
he said. "They know this is an 
old world — billions of years 
old. They know that the world 
took a long time to evolve and 
that the stars are still coming 
into being. They know this is a 
shrinking world where prejudice 
(religious or social) seems to be 
out of place."

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Fraternity members constitute about 10 
per cent of the - campus population at 
McGill. For them, yesterday marked the 
beginning of that annual orgy of mutual 
back-slapping known as "rushing". For us, 
it provides a convenient peg upon which 
to hang a few observations concerning the 
fraternity system. 

The system originated in the U.S. at the 
end of the^ghteenth century with Phi Beta 
Kappa, whfëlî'Pïater became an honour 
society. The ideal was simply the formation 
of a small, highly compatible group devoted 
to the pursuit of friendship, and to the 
discussion of matters of a philosophical 
nature — for it should be remembered that 
at that time many New England colleges 
hod religious affiliations and too liberal a 
discussion of philosophical subjects was 
likely to be discouraged. 

No one would pretend that fraternities 
have retained these as their primary goals. 
Now it would be more accurate to describe 
a fraternity as a social club, a collection 



oiP people with (hopefully) varied interests 
but generally very, similar backgrounds, 
who enjoy each other's company and the 
convenience of eating at the "Lodge" (to 
use frat parlance). Often a ritual or elabo- 
rate jargon is used to induce the feeling 
of a bond shared by the brothers and setting 
them off from the unenlightened. 

Such relatively closed societies have many 
obvious disadvantages: the inevitable in- 
ertia and conservatism that tend to foster 
conformity, and a "group-think" mentality 
that arises from the basic similarity of the 
members' backgrounds and from their com- 
mon adherence to on ethic which tends to 
evaluate activities and endeavours in terms 
of "the good it can do the House". 

The predominant fraternity stereotype re- 
mains that of a reasonably well-off hut 
often irresponsible juvenile whose reaction 
to the promise and diversity of University 
life has been to withdraw into a tight circle 
of high-school or neighbourhood friends. 

This, like all stereotypes, is but a carica- 
ture, but in it may be found an irriportant 



element of truth. For this the fraternities 
must- accapt the blame, for they have 
generally jefused to acknowledge any sort 
of responsibility to anything beyond them- 
selves. Their only communal effort on 
McGill's' behalf has been the Red Feather 
Blitz and even this has received such luke- 
warm support from them lately that only 
the participation of the women's fraternities 
and"outsiders" prevented on ignoble fcjilure 
this year. ContrasÇ this with the numtrous 
incidents all year |— hi-jinks, drunkenpess, 
petty thefts, etc. which, though perhaps fun 
in themselves, constantly bring into dis- 
repute the name of the University. 

Nevertheless, the fraternity does serve a 
useful purpose: in a large university it pro- 
vides the student with a nucleus of friends 
and a necessary locus for his initial activities. 
Many other organizafiohs ï^perform these 
same, functions and monopolize the student 
to no less great an extent, this Daily being 
but one example. Nor can it be overlooked 
that from the ranks of the fraternities are 
recruited many of those most active in every 
type of student activity. 

Much criticism has been directed against 
the discrimination, incongruous in the uni- 
versity context, which is inherent in thé 
fraternity's small. Invited membership. But 
again it should be remarked that steps hove 
been taken to make it possible for anyone 
who so desires to go through rushing, if not 
actually to join. 

The bad features of the fraternity system 
are simply a result of abuses or of un- 
realized potential. When the fraternity in- 
stead of broadening the student's range 
of friends and area of experience, as it was 
intended to do, exercises a radically limiting 
function, then it does a disservice to its own 
ideals, to its members, and to the University.

The Case for a Postgraduate Home 

The need for the acquisition or construction of a post- 
graduate students' home is not new— it Is, in fact, becoming 
more urgent each year. In the last two years, the number 
of students registered in McGlll'.s Faculty for Graduate Stu- 
dies and Research has tripled to 1500. The number is expected 
to increase till it reaches nearly 20 per cent of the total 
student body. This gradual increase is also apparent in other 
universities, and results from the need for yet further edu- 
cation due to advancing technology and knowledge, as well as 
from increasing professional competition. 

Ph. D. and Master's degree graduates arc needed to fill 
the numerous new teaching posts that arc becoming available 
with growing university enrollment. One criterion for Judging 
llie worth of a university— the extent and quality of its rese- 
arch, which is performed largely within the scope of post- 
graduate thesis work — is becoming increasingly Important. 

The Graduate Faculty has the physical dimensions of the 
University itself. Postgraduate students work in every buil- 
ding but are often completely isolated from postgrads pursuing 
a different field of study in other buildings. Research is not 
compatible with regular office hours and many experiments are 
carried on for days with students coming in at all hours to take 
readings or to check equipment. This can lead to a narrowing 
of interests at a time when a mure relaxed and creative atmos- 
phere should exist. 

The greatest need for a home comes from the^necessity 
for postgraduate students to meet often and informally at a 
well-known, well frequented centre. It is the purpiise'^'of the 
Trust Fund, set up by the PGSS in 19GI under the. guidance 
of Dr. D..L. Tliomson, to hclpiSeL up such a home. 

The fact that postgraduates are different from undergra- 
duates in age, butlook and in their academic and extracurri- 

- cular activities, is well known. They are generally older than 
students in faculties such as Medicine and Law. Added to this 

- is the fact that they are no longer part of a class with course- 
work and aims. Each has his own specific thesis project and 

' is very much on his own. As a tèaching assistant or demons- 
trator the postgraduate student frequently works closely with 
professors in supervising undergraduate work and in consul- 
tation regarding his project, yet these relationships arc limi- 
ted by course and thesis requirements.
